But  the  most  important  thing 
we  ever  did  was  debate  the  problems 
of  Wesleyan.  If  we  had  only  printed 
those,  perhaps  now  we  would  have  a 
better  Idea  of  what  the  Decree, 
among  other  student  activities,  needs 
to  do  differently  ...  so  some  stu- 
dents will  still  be  here  in  about  ten 
years  to  make  that  dedicational  dive 
into  the  indoor  swimming  pool.
